It was related by Mr. Coleman 
that shortly after thc city granted 
the gas company a franchise to 
operate heie that R. W. Overton, 
vice-president and general man­ 
ager of the firm, came up with 
a request that the light plant be 
converted and asked the board 
of public works to enter into a 
contract with the company that 
would have virtually underwritten 
the gas 
company’s 
venture for 
some years to come. 
Mr. Coleman stated 
that the 
board of public works did not 
see tit to enter into the contract 
and that cf a more recent date 
additional pressure, both political 
and otherwise, has been brought 
upon the board of ptjblic works to 
convert to natural gas. 
Certain Conditions 
The board ol public works. Mr. 
Coleman explained, told the gas 
company it would convert to na­ 
tural gas upon certain conditions. 
The gas company had repeatedly 
told the board of public works and 
others that a great savings would 
be effected by the conversion. 
Mr. Coleman said that the board 
of public works agreed to convert 
to natural gas if

In this contract, some of the

the total cost ol conversion lias 
been repaid. 
This, Mr. Coleman related, was 
completely out of the question, 
since their was no provision made 
that the $4400 per month saving 
would bo made. 
I he basis of the gas company's 
liguies were way above even the 
total operating

light plant and also their was no 
provision for maintenance costs 
and Other similar items. Then too,

a field day.” 
From about 2,000 feet up, we 
could smell the smoke of Ang mg. 
Hut Set Afire 
We watched for a moment. A 
thatched hut at a cross road in 
the village is set afire. There is 
some movement on the road, but 
not 
much. The planes did their 
work well. 
Suddenly Dowden banked away 
and pointed down. There was a 
fantastic trench system, “probably 
built by the South Koreans,” Dow­ 
den Yelled. 
't he trenches ran all across the 
crest of thc tiny grass and granite 
mountain.

Two-Thirds Up. 
Then the troopers hit the slopes. 
They fought two-thirds of the dis­ 
tance in five bitter hours. 
But the Reds, throwing a bar« 
rage of artillery, mortar and m a- 
chinegun fire from the two peaks, 
stalled the drive 
at that 
point 
throughout most of Tuesday after­ 
noon. 
Their shells set fire to part of 
Chilgok town, five miles north of 
Taegu. 
The troopers finally stormed the 
summit at nightfall—and took it. 
AP Correspondent Jack Mac- 
Beth, who was pinned behind a 
brick wall by Red gunfire for more 
than one hour, said capture of Hill 
314 gave the Allies a strong right 
anchor commanding the Taegu- 
Tabu road.

Inland from the east coast port

troops blocked from retreat north­ 
ward by a South Korean column. 
The Reds were strung along a 
corridor between high peaks. The 
task force, led by a famous West 
Point football star whose name 
cannot be disclosed now for se­ 
curity reasons, fought to close the 
southern gate. 
It inflicted heavy casualties on 
two Red battalions dug in on bare 
and rocky slopes. 
United Nations forces, striking 
north in the same general sector, 
cut the Angang-Pohang road. 
Hurts Supply Line. 
This drive increased the already 
difficult supply and communica­ 
tion problems for Korean Reds. 
AP Correspondent Bern Price, 
with the South Korean First Corps, 
reported observation pilots had 
spotted “hundreds” of Reds flee­ 
ing toward Angang. Allied planes 
blasted the fleeing Reds. A. U. S. 
pilot called 
the air 
strikes “a 
field day.” 
An 8th Army spokesman said a 
partial withdrawal was indicated. 
To the west, the South Korean 
Eighth 
Division 
drove 
within 
eight miles of 
Angang on 
the 
Yongchon-Angang road. 
Angang, 
nine miles southwest of Pohang, 
was seized by the Reds last week 
in their massive breakthrough. 
South Koreans Drive. 
The spokesman said the South 
Korean Eighth drove ahead nearly 
ten miles in two days. 
He de­ 
scribed the situation along this 
front as “tremendously improv­ 
ed.” 
The three-pronged drive on the 
northeast 
front 
menaced 
two 
large pockets of Red troops deep 
within Allied lines. 
The South Korean Eighth Divi­ 
sion seized huge quantities of Red 
supplies. 
In two days, Ameri­ 
can officers with division report­ 
ed, they grabbed 31 field guns and 
heavy mortars and one carload 
each of heavy and small arms am­ 
munition. 
On the U. S. Second Division 
front west of Changyong, a U. S. 
company of a “flushing expedi­ 
tion” killed 72 Reds and captured 
two and onc-half tons of small 
arms.

In 1861 President L in ­ 
coln appointed him governor of the 
new territory of 
Colorado.

organized a regiment of Union sol­ 
diers which turned the Southerners 
back at La Glorieta pass, thus sav­ 
ing Colorado and perhaps the Un­ 
ion.

Soft Control 
Plan Lauded 
By Business 


N E W Y O R K , Sept. 12 — CP)— , 
Most businessmen feel relived to 
day. While the Presidential moves | 
over the weekend contain little 
element of surprise for business, 
most industrial leaders welcome 
getting an official stamp, after two 
and a half months, on what their 
role is lo be in the first stages of 
the defense program. 
Both the direction and extent of 
Ihe Presidential orders were ex­ 
pected. The direction is 
toward 
controls to be exercised soon over 
inventories, 
allocation of 
scarce 
raw materials, and priorities for 
war orders over civilian orders. 
The extent, businessmen note, 
is one of mildness with the accent 
on self-control rather than rigid 
controls. This 
goes 
against the 
advice of some leaders who still 
believe the 
only workable 
ap­ 
proach would be for all-out in­ 
dustrial mobilization now. 
Instead, business is to be given 
a chance to work out a large part 
of the controls 
on a voluntary 
basis. Many suppliers of materials 
and goods in urgent demand w ill 
welcome allocations that have an 
official stamp of approval. This 
w ill get. important customers off 


the suppliers’ necks. They contend 
there will be plenty for all, once 
each one’s needs is determined, 
and since it is established in what 
order these needs should be sat­ 
isfied. 


The new national 
production 
authority is expected to issue an 
inventory control order soon for 
all industries 
using scarce raw 
materials. The first steps to set up 
: such control have already been 
taken. 


Plans are reported well under 
way to go about collecting the 
information needed on inventories 
held by manufacturers and sup­ 
pliers. The other side of the coin 
— what the armed forces and oth­ 
er government agencies will need 
— is also being sought. When the 
two are put together, allocations 
and priorities w ill follow in course. 
Manufacturers’ inventories w ill 
be surveyed first. But it is ex­ 
pected that 
questionnaires 
w ill 
then be sent to wholesalers and 
retailers who 
handle 
materials 
essential to the war effort.

When natural gas hissed 
into 
pipes leading to the first home in 
Sikeston to become a customer of 
the Associated Natural Gas Com­ 
pany August 30. officials of the 
utility breathed a deep sigh of re­ 
lief and justifiable pride. 
It meant the end of a long strug­ 
gle for them and the opening up 
of a large new business territory. 
Ot course the company w ill still 
have problems to lick but putting 
the system in operation here was 
the first big effort in Southeast 
Missouri and was a huge obstacle 
to get over. 


Started in 1947 


The whole thing got underway 
back 
in 
1947 
when 
Associated 
came to Sikeston to seek a natural 
gas franchise for 20 years. After 
approval by the city council the 
proposition was put before the citi­ 
zens for a vote. 
The voters came up w ith an al­ 
most unanimous approval of the 
franchise and Associated had taken ! 
its first big stride in marking up | 
Southeast Missouri as a gas cus-j 
tomer. 


Franchises in other towns fol­ 
lowed until the utility had New 
M adrid, 
Chaffee, 
Benton, 
Oran, 
Charleston, East Prairie, Lilbourn,’ 
Morehouse, Essex, Bloomfield. Ber- 
nie, 
and 
just 
recently Kennett, 
down in its books. 
A variety of negotiations had to 
be completed before the proposed 
S E M O system even came close1 to 
becoming a reality. For instance, 
there was the m atter of getting gas. 


Gas Supply Contract 
That m atter was taken care of 
when Associated signed a contract 
w ith the Texas Eastern Transm is­ 
sion Lines, Inc., to take gas out of 
the Texas firms “ Inch” lines which 
pass through Oran and Dexter. 
The supply was threatened in 
1949 when eastern interests tried 
to squeeze out Associated and tak'1 
over the full load on the “ Inch” : 
lines. That move finally wound up ) 
in a hearing before the Federal 
Po w er Commission in W ashington/ 


Form er 
M ayor

headed a delegation from Sikeston 
which appeared before the commis­ 
sion to show cause w hy the east­ 
erners should not have all the gas. 


Squeeze Cut Down 
Arguments of Assoeiated’s at- 
i torneys and the testimony of the 
local men bore fruit. The eastern­ 
er's squeeze play was cut down 
and the local utilities gas contract 
with Texas Eastern was allowed to 
! stand. 
Then came the matter of approv­ 
al from the Missouri Public Service 
Commission on a number of angles. 
The P S C first had to approve the ! 
whole idea, then the method of fi­ 
nancing and finally the m atter of 
the rates. The last decision approv­ 
ing the rates was made just last 
month. 
W hile all these p r e l i m i n a r y 
moves were being made, the com­ 
pany was trying to line up its m a­ 
terials to actually get the job un­ 
derway. They found that the short­ 
ages of pipe and m aterials which 
resulted from W orld W a r II was 
still a whopping big problem. 


Sets l ’p Headquarters 
However, 
it 
didn't 
keep 
the 
company from coming in and set­ 
ting up a headquarters which has 
now become the main office for the 
entire Southeast Missouri territory. 
The firm started taking applica­ 
tions from future gas users and 
engineers began planning the city 
system for Sikeston based on these 
applications. Easements were ac­ 
quired from the state H ighw ay De­ 
partm ent to bring the main line 
into Sikeston from Oran along U. S. 
61 then carry it on south to New 
M adrid.

Other civic leaders were on hand 
to note the occasion as w ell as of­ 
ficials from nearby communities 
who, w ill soon see the same thing 
happening in then cities. 
During their struggles to bring 
gas to Sikeston, officials of the 


company took time off to set up a 
headquarters in the former Reiss 
D airy building on East Malone Ave. 
It was remodeled to become the 
business office for the firm, as well 
as the engineering headquarters. 


Fro nt Section 


The attractive front section has 
been set up as a show room where 
all types of gas-fired appliances 
and heating systems are on dis­ 
play.

Men drank it in sum- 
mer to make them cool. They used 
it in winter to make them warm . 
Farm ers distributed 
it 
at 
their 
sales to stim ulate bidding. Mothers 
fed it to babies in a m ixture com­ 
pound of bread, warm w ater and 
liquor, which m y mother called 
panada. 
Paregoric, with whiskey 
as its base, was the favorite rem ­ 
edy for quieting a restless child. 
It never failed. 
This was because 
it contained a drug which sim ply 
knocked them out. 
E v e ry house­ 
hold used patent medicines, w hich 
contained a 
very high 
percent­ 
age of alcohol. 
The span of life, 
as shown by government and medi­ 
cal statistics, was 15 years shorter 
during that era than it is today. 
Nothing contributed more to this 
ability of the average person to live 
15 years longer than the elim ina­ 
tion of alcohol from household use. 
Still, whiskey had its place. Sam

The best way to avoid rabies, 
natui ally, is to avoid the possi­ 
bility of being bitten by a dog. Be 
friendly and courageous in the 
pi esence of dogs and never run 
from one under any circumstances. 
Avoid petting strange dogs and 
w arn children against fondling or 
teasing them. 
But if the precautions fail, and a 
dog should bite, consult a doctor 
immediately. The doctor will steril­ 
ize the wound and. if the bite is 
deep, he may cauterize it. When 
the skin has been broken, the doc­ 
tor may also give the dog-bitc vic­ 
tim an injection to ward off teta­ 
nus, or lockjaw, as well as rabies. 
Never kill a dog who has bitten 
someone, but report the incident to 
the health officer. He will see that 
the suspected dog is kept isolated 
and under observation for about 
ten days. If the dog appears to be 
well after ten days, there is no 
danger 
that 
anyone 
whom 
he 
m ight have bitten will develop 
rabies. 
Many dogs 
days against 
are vaccinated these 
rabies. The annual 
injection of anti-rabic serum in the 
dog is not always completely d e­ 
pendable, but it does lessen the 
possibility of the animal’s getting 
the disease, and it is wise for the 
dog-owner to see that his pet re­ 
ceives this treatment.

RABIES 


Most people like dogs, which are 
| usually friendly and useful com- 
I panions to man. 
. 
The dog that bites, however, is 
: far from popular. The m ajority of 
us know that rabies, an infectious 
and sometimes fatal disease, is most 
I commonly transm itted to human 
1 beings by the bite of a “m ad” dog. 
Every dog that bites isn’t neces­ 
sarily rabid, but no dog-bite vic­ 
tim should overlook the possibility 
j that the offending animal is in­ 
fected with the rabies virus. 
Rabies is associated with the 
“dog days” of August, but the 
disease may occur any time. How­ 
ever, dogs do run about more free­ 
ly in the sum m er and, during the 
humid days of August, dogs may 
become irritable, just like their 


masters, and thus be more likely 
to bite. 
Rabies is caused by a virus 
which travels slowly along the 
nerves and spinal cord of the per­ 
son infected. Once it reaches the 
brain, it is invariably fatal. The 
bite of a rabid dog on a person’s 
face is more dangerous than if the 
victim were bitten on the leg, or 
even the arm, because the virus has

east front today.

them, darting down 
oxcart trails, were 
dropped in 
their tracks by rocket-firing F-51 
Mustangs quickly responding to 
the spotter 
pilot’s radio 
call. 
Koran 
Republican 
troops 
were 
advancing from the south. 
The fighters—eight of them— 
streaked in to attack the Reds and 
then over Angang’s roof-tops. In 
tlie words of the pilot of the small, 
unarmed 
artillery 
observation 
plane—Lt. Richard L. Dowden of 
Sikeston, Mo.—the Mustangs “had 
a field day.” 
From about 2,000 feet up, we 
could smell the smoke of Angmg. 
Hut Set Afire 
We watched for a moment. A 
thatched hut at a cross road in 
the village is set afire. There is 
some movement on the road, but 
not 
much. The planes did their 
work well. 
Suddenly Dowden banked away 
and pointed down. There was a 
fantastic trench system, “probably 
built by the South Koreans,” Dow­ 
den Yelled. 
The trenches ran all across the 
crest of the tiny grass and granite 
mountain. Over to the south on 
hill 30, tiny silhouttes on skyline 
were identified as friendly tronps 
From there the capture of the 
hill looked easy. It was a matter 
of here we are and there they 
are but yesterday I watched the 
South Koreans sweating up the 
ridge under heavy fire.

One more 
swing. The clouds 
were scudding by very rapidly. 
Dcw'den picked up his microphone.

I didn't see a thing. Dowden 
stuck a finger out the cockpit. 
In a 
hillside 
grove 
there was 
slight movement. 
Dowden gave “Atry” the co­ 
ordinates.

Nine were on gambling 
charges and one was a charge of 
infanticide. 
Four 
other 
indict­ 
ments returned today were sup­ 
pressed pending location of the de­ 
fendants. 
Nine defendants pleaded guilty 
to gambling indictments and were 
fined from $50 to $1,600 while the 
jury was in session. 
The jury called on citizens to 
help suppress gambling by non­ 
participation, alertness in report­ 
ing violators and refusal to rent 
buildings to dubious tenants.

Fight Daylong, Uphill 
Battle for Hill On 
Approach to Big Base

TOKYO, Sept. 12.—(/P)— Amer­ 
ican First 
Cavalrymen 
stormed 
uphill through a withering day­ 
long barrage of Red Korean gun­ 
fire and at dusk won a peak com­ 
manding a mam northern approach 
to Taegu. 
The 
troopers 
in 
battalion 
strength—1,000— won 
Hill 
314, 
eight miles north of Taegu, at 
heavy cost. 
They knew their job was to 
check what was officially called 
“the main threat” to Taegu, north­ 
west anchor of the Allied line. 
The hili had been held by an 
outpost of some 40,000 Red Ko­ 
reans, massed for a fresh assaolt 
upon the 
South 
Korean provi­ 
sional capital. 
Another outpost 
remained on a nearby peak. 
Allied big guns and warplanes 
hurled a curtain of steel at the 
Reds before the assault. 
Two-Thirds Up. 
Then the troopers hit the slopes. 
They fought two-thirds of the dis­ 
tance in five bitter hours. 
But the Reds, throwing a bar* 
rage of artillery, mortar and ma- 
chinegun fire from the two peaks, 
stalled the drive

noon. 
Their shells set fire to part of 
Chilgok town, five miles north of 
Taegu.

Inland from the east coast port 
of Pohang, a secret Allied task

seeking to trap 3,000 Communist 
troops blocked from retreat north­ 
ward by a South Korean column. 
The Reds were strung along a 
corridor between high peaks. The 
task force, led by a famous West 
Point football star whose name 
cannot be disclosed now for se­ 
curity reasons, fought to close the 
southern gate. 
It inflicted heavy casualties on 
two Red battalions dug in on bare 
and rocky slopes. 
United Nations forces, striking 
north in the same general sector, 
cut the Angang-Pohang road. 
Hurts Supply Line. 
This drive increased the already 
difficult supply and communica­ 
tion problems for Korean Reds. 
AP Correspondent Bern Price, 
with the South Korean First Corps, 
reported observation pilots had 
spotted “hundreds” of Reds flee­ 
ing toward Angang. Allied planes 
blasted the fleeing Reds. A. U. S. 
pilot called

strikes “a 
field day.” 
An 8th Army spokesman said a 
partial withdrawal was indicated. 
To the west, the South Korean 
Eighth 
Division 
drove 
within 
eight miles of 
Angang on 
the 
Yongchon-Angang road. 
Angang, 
nine miles southwest of Pohang, 
was seized by the Reds last week 
in their massive breakthrough. 
South Koreans Drive. 
The spokesman said the South 
Korean Eighth drove ahead nearly 
ten miles in two days. 
He de­ 
scribed the situation along this 
front as “tremendously improv­ 
ed.” 
The three-pronged drive on the 
northeast 
front 
menaced 
two 
large pockets of Red troops deep 
within Allied lines. 
The South Korean Eighth Divi­ 
sion seized huge quantities of Red 
supplies. 
In two days, Ameri­ 
can officers with division report­ 
ed, they grabbed 31 field guns and 
heavy mortars and one carload 
each of heavy and small arms am­ 
munition. 
On the U. S. Second Division 
front west of Changyong, a U. S.

G ilpin came to Independence in 
1841 and that nom inally was his 
home for the next tw enty years. 
His cabin, between the town and 
the steam boat landing, became the 
center of a collection of shanties 
called Gilpintown. The actualities 
that surrounded him w ere alw ays 
outrun by his splendid dreams. It 
has been asserted, but probably 
without foundation, that G ilpin in­ 
herited 5,000 acres of land which 
was sold at $5 an acre and the pro­ 
ceeds were invested in Western 
Missouri. As a matter of fact, ho 
was a young law yer in rather im ­ 
pecunious circumstances and in his 
old age told of borrowing $200 for 
his next adventure. 
A fter two years of practicing law 
in Independence, he started for the 
Oregon country, alone. This would 
have been a hazardous undertak­ 
ing, but he fortunately encounter­ 
ed the Joh n C. Fremont party and 
was invited to join that group. They 
went up the Kansas river and over 
to the Platte, following it to the St. 
iin fork. They passed through 
11a W alla and The Dalles. Fre- 


gon C ity he helped organize a pro­ 
visional government, representing 
]0_ i the Western or Rocky mountain 
population. He is credited in some 
sources with being the founder of 
Portland, Ore., w hich he first nam ­ 
ed Linn, in honor of the United 
States senator from Missouri who 
at that time was taking a leading 
part on behalf of the Oregon set­ 
tlers. 


G ilpin pushed on to Astoria and 
Clatsop Beach and then began the 
long trek that eventually would 
bring him back to Jackson County. 
Leaving Ft. Vancouver A pril 10, 
1844, he reached Ft. H a ll without 
incident and met Pegleg Sm ith, no­ 
torious mountain man who was of­ 
ten seen in Independence. They 
journeyed to Ft. Bridger, then over 
the Uintah mountains down to the 
G rand river of the West. Thence 
over the old Spanish T rail to the 
Rio Grande, to B en t’s Fort, and fi­ 
nally to Independence. He stopped 
at Little Santa Fe, now in the 
southwest suburbs of Kansas City, 
to east his vote for Polk for Presi­ 
dent. 
H e went on to Washington where 
he was far from being a stranger | 
to men of affairs in the capitol. 
Upon 
information 
he furnished, 
Senator Atchison of Missouri in­ 
troduced a bill to open a m ail route 
from Independence to the mouth of 
the Columbia i iver.

Battalion to Fight Indians 


Gilpin was again in Indepen­ 
dence in 1847 when requested by 
the President to raise a battalion 
of Indian fighters. This he did, 
spending a year fighting the red 
warriors in the general vicin ity of 
Pueblo. 
Having again returned to Ind e­ 
pendence, he was called, upon the 
election of Abraham Lincoln, to 
serve as a member of the large 
bodyguard 
which 
protected 
the 
President. 
It was about this time he wrote 
“ The Central Gold Region,” show­ 
ing a knowledge of Colorado and 
the West. In 1861 President L in ­ 
coln appointed him governor of the 
new 
territory 
of 
Colorado. 
He 
found it in danger of being cap­ 
tured by a Confederate arm y and 
organized a regiment of Union sol­ 
diers which turned the Southerners 
back at La Glorieta pass, thus sav­ 
ing Colorado and perhaps the U n ­ 
ion.

Soft Control 
Plan Lauded 
By Business 


N E W Y O R K , Sept. 12 — (/P)— 


Most businessmen feel relived to 
day. W hile the Presidential moves 


over the weekend contain little 
element of surprise for business, 
most industrial leaders welcome 
getting an official stamp, after two 
and a half months, on what their 
role is to be in the first stages of 
the defense program. 
Both the direction and extent of 
the Presidential orders were ex­ 
pected. The direction is 
toward 
controls to be exercised soon over 
inventories, 
allocation of 
scarce 
raw materials, and priorities for 
w ar orders over civilian orders. 
The extent, businessmen note, 
is one of mildness with the accent 
on self-control rather than rigid 
controls. 
This 
goes 
against the 
advice of some leaders who still 
believe the 
only 
workable 
ap­ 
proach would be for all-out in ­ 
dustrial mobilization now. 
Instead, business is to be given 
a chance to work out a large part 
of the controls 
on a voluntary 
basis. M any suppliers of m aterials 
and goods in urgent demand w ill 
welcome allocations that have an 
official stamp of approval. This 
w ill get important customers off 


the suppliers’ necks. They contend 
there w ill be plenty for all, once 
each one’s needs is determined, 
and since it is established in what 
order these needs should be sat­ 
isfied. 
The new national 
production 
authority is expected to issue an 
inventory control order soon for 
j all industries 
using 
scarce 
raw 
materials. The first steps to set up 
such control have already 
been 
taken. 
Plans are reported w ell under 
w ay to go about collecting the 
inform ation needed on inventories 
held by manufacturers and sup­ 
pliers. The other side of the coin 
— what the armed forces and oth­ 
er government agencies w ill need 
— is also being sought. W hen the 
two are put together, allocations 
and priorities w ill follow in course. 


M anufacturers’ inventories w ill 
be surveyed first. Bu t it is ex­ 
pected that 
questionnaires 
w ill 
then be sent to wholesalers and 
retailers who 
handle 
m aterials 
essential to the w ar effort.

Work to Build System Here Has 
Been a Long and Hard Task 


When natural gas hissed 
into 
pipes leading to the first home in 
Sikeston to become a customer of 
the Associated N atural Gas Com ­ 
pany August 30. officials of the 
utility breathed a deep sigh of re­ 
lief and justifiable pride. 
It meant the end of a long strug­ 
gle for them and the opening up 
of a large new business territory. 
Of course the company w ill still 
have problems to lick but putting 
the system in operation here was 
the first big effort in Southeast 
Missouri and was a huge obstacle 
to get over. 


Started in 1917 


The whole thing got underway 
back 
in 
1947 
when 
Associated 
came to Sikeston to seek a natural 
gas franchise for 20 years. A fter 
approval by the city council the 
proposition was put before the citi­ 
zens for a vote. 
The voters came up with an a l­ 
most unanimous approval of the 
franchise and Associated had taken 
its first big stride in marking up ; 
Southeast Missouri as a gas cus­ 
tomer. 
Franchises in other towns fol­ 
lowed until the utility had New 
Madrid, 
Chaffee, 
Benton, 
Oran, 
Charleston, East Prairie, Lilbourn, 
Morehouse, E^scx, Bloomfield, Ber- 
nie, 
and 
just 
recently Kennett, 
down in its books. 
A variety of negotiations had to 
be completed before the proposed 
S E M O system even came close to 
becoming a reality. For instance, 
there was the matter of getting gas. 


G as Su p p ly C ontract 


That matter was taken care of 
when Associated signed a contract 
w ith the Texas Eastern Transm is­ 
sion Lines, Inc., to take gas out of 
the Texas firms “ Inch” lines which 
pass through Oran and Dexter. 
The supply was threatened in 
1949 when eastern interests tried 
to squeeze out Associated and take 
over the full load on the “ In ch ” 
lines. That move finally wound up 
in a hearing before the Federal 
Pow er Commission in Washington. 


Form er 
M ayor 
M arvin 
Carroll 
headed a delegation from Sikeston 
which appeared before the commis­ 
sion to show cause w h y the east­ 
erners should not have all the gas. 


Squeeze C ut D ow n 


Arguments of Assoeiated’s at­ 
torneys and the testimony of the 
local men bore fruit. The eastern­ 
er’s squeeze play was cut down 
and the local utilities gas contract 
with Texas Eastern was allowed to 
stand. 
Then came the m atter of approv­ 
al from the Missouri Public Service 
Commission on a number of angles. 
The P S C first had to approve the i 
whole idea, then the method of fi- 5 
nancing and finally the matter of 
the rates. The last decision approv­ 
ing the rates was made just last 
month. 
W hile all these p r e l i m i n a r y 
moves were being made, the com­ 
pany was trying to line up its m a­ 
terials to actually get the job un­ 
derway.

Paregoric, w ith whiskey 
as its base, was the favorite rem ­ 
edy for quieting a restless child.

knocked them out.

hold used patent medicines, which 
contained a 
very high 
percent­ 
age of alcohol. 
The span of life,

the plant, new testing methods,

Milk and its products com­ 
prise around one-fourth of the 
foods consumed annually by the 
average American and 60.000.000 
quarts of tresh milk and cream a 
day a.re distributed to consumers 
through stores and home deliver­ 
ies. 
Milk in this country today is the 
best in the world, the Foundation 
says, and the U. S. system of sup- 


distribution is bringing dairymen 
here to study it from throughout 
the world. The United States is 
now the greatest dairy nation.

a shorter distance to travel to the 
brain. 
The best way to avoid rabies, 
naturally, is to avoid the possi­ 
bility of being bitten by a dog. Be 
friendly 
and courageous in the 
presence of dogs and never run 
from one under any circumstances. 
Avoid petting strange dogs and 
warn children against fondling or 
teasing them. 
But if the precautions fail, and a 
dog should bite, consult a doctor 
immediately. The doctor will steril­ 
ize the w ound and, if the bite is 
deep, he may cauterize it. When 
the skin has been broken, the doc­ 
tor may also give the dog-bite vic­ 
tim an injection to ward off teta­ 
nus, or lockjaw, as well as rabies. 
Never kill a dog who has bitten 
someone, but report the incident to 
the health officer. He will see that 
the suspected dog is kept isolated 
and under observation for about 
ten days. If the dog appears to be 
well after ten days, there is no 
danger 
that 
anyone 
whom 
he 
might have bitten 
will develop 
rabies. 
Many dogs are vaccinated these 
days against rabies. The annual 
injection of anti-rabic serum in the 
dog is not always completely de­ 
pendable, but it does lessen the 
possibility of the anim al’s getting 
the disease, and it is wise for the 
dog-ow ner to see that his pet re­ 
ceives this treatment.

RABIES 


Most people like dogs, which are 
usually friendly and useful com­ 
panions to man. 
The dog that bites, however, is 
far from popular. The majority of 
us know that rabies, an infectious i 
and sometimes fatal disease, is most 
commonly transm itted to human 
beings by the bite of a “m ad” dog. 
Every dog that bites isn’t neces­ 
sarily rabid, but no dog-bite vic­ 
tim should overlook the possibility 
that the offending animal is in­ 
fected with the rabies virus. 
Rabies is associated with the 
“dog days” of August, but the 
disease may occur any time. How­ 
ever, dogs do run about more free­ 
ly in the sum m er and, during the 
humid days of August, dogs may 
become irritable, just like their 


masters, and thus be more likely 
to bite. 
Rabies 
is caused by a 
virus 
which travels slowly along the 
nerves and spinal cord of the per­ 
son infected. Once it reaches the 
brain, it is invariably fatal. The 
bite of a rabid dog on a person’s 
face is more dangerous than if the 
victim w ere bitten on the leg, or 
even the arm, because the virus has
